Benchley, Robert Charles. The Benchley 
roundup; a selection by Nathaniel Bench- 
ley of his favorites: drawings by Gluyas 
Williams. Harper, $3.50. September 8. 
The son of the late humorist rummaged 
through the inspired nonsense his father 
wrote for newspapers and magazines between 
1915 and 1945, selecting for this omnibus those 
pieces he liked best, or thought most likely to 
endure. The passage of time has not staled the 
special appeal of Benchley’s humor, with its 
talent for amused self-deprecation, and im- 
patience with modern gadgetry. He was, per- 
haps, at his best when he parodied the liter- 
ary affectations of his contemporaries. As in 
previous books of Benchleyana, the choice of 
Gluyas Williams as illustrator turns out to be 
a happy one. 


Gilmore, Eddy. Me and my Russian wife. 
Doubleday, $3.75. July 1. 


The former assistant director of the Asso- 
ciated Press bureau in Moscow does not pre- 
tend to be a Russian expert in this record of 
his years in the Soviet Union from 1941 to 
1953, when the American and Russian honey- 
moon was freezing into the cold war. Instead 
he casts gloom aside to report on the misad- 
ventures of an American extrovert among 
the Slavic introverts. His flirtations with 
Russian girls ended in his marriage to Tamara, 
the ballerina, after the diplomatic pressures 
of East and West had been brought to bear. 
A brash and frivolous book, which affords 
an interesting contrast to Leslie Stevens’ 
Russian assignment (BooKk.uist 50:165, D 15 
53). 


Greenman, Frances Cranmer. Higher than 
the sky; illus. by the author. Harper, 
$3.50. September 22. 

The autobiography of a portrait painter who 
writes as she lives, at a headlong pace. As she 
reveals herself in her memories and philoso- 
phy, this dynamic person seems to have lived 
an impetuous and uninhibited existence. After 
a harum-searum childhood in South Dakota 
she made adolescent forays into education, 
society, and the arts, and adult plunges into 
marriage, motherhood, and multiple careers. 


Always creating or attracting excitement and 
always surrounded by those whose wealth, 
prominence, or artistry permitted free rein 
of their individualism, the author has on hand 
a supply of names and incidents which she 


pours out in such profusion that she may 
somctimes overwhelm her readers.

O’Neal Greenhow, Confederate spy. Har- 
per, $4. August 25. 

The biographer of Proud Kate (BOooK ist 
49:117, D 1 52) creates an equally revealing 
portrait of another celebrated ornament of 
Washington society of the same period. Beau- 
tiful, vivacious Rose O’Neal, a relative of the 
Madisons and Lees, and an intimate of most 
of the capital’s prominent figures, wielded 
considerable influence behind the scenes. An 
ardent Southerner, she naturally employed 
her talent for intrigue in behalf of the Con- 
federate cause. The story of her imprison- 
ment, exchange, and missions to France and 
England is a romantic one, climaxed by the 
tragic end of her last patriotic assignment. 
This, and Horan’s Confederate agent (BooK- 
LIST 50:355, My 15 54) supplement each other 
nicely.

Fergusson, Harvey. The conquest of Don 
Pedro. Morrow, $3.50. June 23. 

A trontier town in New Mexico territory in 
the years soon after the Civil War is the scene 
for the story of the lonely peddler Leo Men- 
des. Having come to the Southwest from New 
York for his health, Leo Mendes wins friend- 
ship and respect during his wanderings but is 
always a man somewhat apart from the ro- 
bust frontier life. The town of Don Pedro, 
near an American fort and the Mexican bor- 
der, proves a good place for his store. Leo 
gains a place in the community, attracts and 
is attracted to the wife of one of the leading 
citizens but marries the niece. His marriage 
ends unhappily, however, when his wife falls 
in love with a Texan, so that Leo returns to 
his itinerant life. Characterization of indi- 
viduals is restrained; characterization of the 
setting in the period covered is more sig- 
nificant.

As 
she pictures varying reactions to the thought 
of leaving the old home, and the preparations, 
work, and emotional experiences involved, her 
warm understanding of the significance of 
security in children’s lives is clearly dem- 
onstrated. The reader who shares their mov- 
ing day and the nostalgic feelings of staff and 
children as they watch the old building come 
down will not soon forget this family of forty- 
five.

The artistry and courtliness of 
some betray their aristocratic origins, the ro- 
bustness and vigor of others reveal their 
peasant sources. All of them have a sunniness 
and lightness seldom found in German or 
Scandinavian folk tales. While the majority 
will be enjoved by all age groups, the sophis- 


tication of a few will be appreciated largely 
by adult readers.

Finally he maps out a possible 
course of action for NATO to adopt in the 
future. Within limited space the author puts 
the cleavage between East and West into 
clear historical perspective.
